On Saturday officials of the Alberta Relief 
Commission announced that all 


able-bodied single men will be forced to leave 
the relief camps on August 15th, and not 
allowed to return until the harvest is over. | 

The same day Mr. Smitten, Provincial Labor 
Commissioner, said at Edmonton there was no 
intention of forcing the men out of the camps; | 
men would be released as in former years as 
work was available; but “It would be foolish 
to arbitrarily close the camps” and leave the 
men to wander about the country. 

Who is running those relief camps anyway? 
Presumably the Calgary officials got orders 
from Ottawa to close them. The provincial 
authority says they are to stay open. Whose 
word goes in a case of this kind? Or does the 
Relief Commission, like the Police officials at 
Regina, get orders from both quarters and then 
do as it pleases? 


THEY WANT TO KNOW 

Mr. Claypool, who has 
represented Didsbury in the Legislature for 
fourteen years and is now answering the 
Government before the electors of Didsbury, 
spoke at Orkney for an hour and a half and 
had to spend four hours and a half answering 
questions. 

If that sort of thing gets to be common a lot 
of candidates are going to drop out of the cam- 
paign before polling day. Only a man who has 
stout lungs, an incurable ambition, and no 
business to attend to could make a speech every 
evening for a month and spend half the rest of 
the night explaining what he said and didn't 
say, and why 

The plain inference of course, supported by 
incidents in all other sections of the province, 
is that the voters are taking a keen interest in 
provincial affairs: they wouldn't sit up till 
morning listening to explanations and asking for 
more if they were not more than usually in- 
terested.

$74,000,000 by the first of September. There is 
no difficulty about getting the inoney, and no 


question that it will be got. There are two ways 
of getting it, and either of them will produce 
the cash. 


One way is to issue that much new cur-

fency and pay off the maturing bond 


Government has, or had at last reports, enough 
gold lying idle in fhe vaults to warrant the issue 
of that amount of new money without departing 
in any particular from the requirements of the 
gold standard. There is no suggestion involved 
of issuing rag money, or repudiating anything, 
or wronging anybody 

Nothing needs to be done but issue the 
money agaifist the gold on hand and pay it to 
the parties holding the bonds Any of them 
living in the United States do not even have to 
be paid in terms of gold, for the Government 
of that country has killed the gold clause in all 
such contracts 

If this were done the bond-holders would 
get every cent that is coming to them, the 
country would be free of debt to the extent of 
$74,000,000, the public would have that amount 
of new money—not bank money—with which 
to do business, and there would be more 
interest to pay on this sum. 

But that will not be done. For what reason 
Mr. Bennett alone knows, and the orthodox 
economists no longer try to explain, the money 
will be borrowed. The interest rate suggested 
is 242 per cent. If that is the rate, and it can 
scarcely be less, the taxpayers will be bound 
over to pay $1,850,000 a year interest for the 
next ten, twenty or thirty years, and will owe 
the whole 74,000,000 when the term expires; 
meantime having to borrow from the banks the 
money with which to do business and earn the 
interest on the $74,000,000

We raise statues to Columbus and Champ- 
lain for merely braving the winds and the tides 
to reach this continent.

Then 
he must pay to get a passport. If he is poor 
and travels in the steerage he must, before be- 
ing allowed to land, submit to having pus from 
the belly sores of a diseased cow placed in his 
blood in order to make him healthy. 

After he lands he must pay six per cent 
sales tax on everything he needs to eat or wear, 
in addition to duty on imported goods and two 
cents a pound additional tax on sugar.

Treatment of Nervous 


Heart Disorders 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In yesterday's article, [ explained some of 
the symptoms of nervous heart trouble and told 
you that the patient who is of a nervous type, 
generally mentions various sharp pains through 
the left portion of the chest, which frighten 
him into thinking he in danger of true 
heart disease 

Another common symp- 
tom is a change in the 
regular, even beating of the 
heart, and this change is 
characteristic of cardiac 
neuroses, The most common 
change is a more rapid beat- 
ing of the heart, or palpita- 
tion. Sometimes the patient 
describes the heart action by 
saying it races, or throbs, or 
pounds, The beating of the 
heart may become noticeable in the ears. The 
patient may say that he feels the heart making 
a loud thump; or he says his heart is fluttering. 
These symptoms are as likely to appear when 
the patient is resting as when he is active. 

Beyond any question of a doubt, a thorough 
examination is required in all cases of this type. 
The careful examination brings a double 
benefit; in the first place; it determines whether 
the heart is sound; in the second place; when 
the complete examination shows that the heart 
is all right, the patient is thereby re-assured. 

The treatment of nervous heart conditions 
must be prescribed with the individual case in 
mind, and no one treatment can be outlined 
which will fit all cases. In the milder forms, as 
soon as the patient learns that the heart is 
normal and as soon as he finds a way to solve 
his emotional problem, through talking it over 
thoroughly with his physician, his symptoms 
leave, and do not return. In more severe cases, 
psycho-therapy as employed by a psychologist 
or psychiatrist may be needed to untangle the 
emotional snarl and to re-train the patient to 
use his emotions in a way that will help him. 

A nervous heart disorder is essentially 
curable. When this is explained to the patient, 
and when he becomes thoroughly convinced 
that he will be cured, he has come a great dis- 
tance along the road to recovery. He must be 
encouraged and re-assured from time to time, 
and when aided in this way, his progress may 
be remarkably rapid.

The chief part of the cure lies in convincing 
the patient that he is in no danger whatever of 
falling over from heart attack. Once his mind is 
relieved of the fear ,picture of heart disease 
which he has been painting, the heart action 
slows down. ; 


After the patient is convinced that he will 
get well, he is then confident enough so that he 
becomes willing to return to a normal amount 
of activity and will be able to get the good 
from active effort, such as exercise. As soon 
as he finds out that he is able to go ahead and 
exercise, the impression that the heart is sound 
becomes deeper and finally takes the place of 
the previous impression that the heart was 
weak. It is certainly true, that the patient 
experiences a great wave of relief when he 
learns that his case is curable. 

With the psychological treatment and the 
use of exercise, it is important that the patient 
use a well-balanced diet. When using a good 
diet, the patient successfully avoids excessive 
stomach gas, which will in many cases induce a 
return of the symptoms, due to the pressure of 
the gas up against the heart. 

The patient must be encouraged to build up 
physical and emotional health in every way 
possible, and when this is accomplished, the 
nervous heart symptoms will disappear as 
though by magic

QUESTION: L. S, writes: “Please advise 
when cottage cheese is used in place of meat, 
what is the ample portion per person?” 

ANSWER: It is all right for most people to 
use about one-quarter of a pound of cottage 
cheese in place of the same amount of meat.

ANSWER—Potatoes are a starchy food;

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The Japanese Comedy

With his inimitable ‘facility for turning political matters into 
broad farce, the Prime Minister announces that the Japanese 
surtax on Canadian imports is a breach of the Anglo-Japan treaty 
to which Canada was a consenting party. 


The honorable Japanese gentleman explains that what he is 
grinding his teeth and rolling his eyes about is a horse of an 
entirely different color from the innocent looking quadruped 
described by the Canadian Prime Minister. The honorable Jap- 
anese gentleman explains further that the Japanese yen stands 
at a 23 cent gold value on its nominal 49 cent face value; and 
that the Canadian dollar stands at something less than 60 cents 
gold value on its 100 cents face value; so that for trading pur- 
poses between two friendly nations, the respective currency 
values are equal enough for all practical purposes. 


The honorable Japanese gentleman then avers that when 
Japanese goods arrive in Canada, the yen is taken at its 23 cents 
Value but the Canadian dollar is arbitrarily held at a 100 cent 
value (instead of the less than 60 cent value it in reality tas) 
and that the dump duty which ensues is unfair and that he wil!

business with us on that basis. 


It is to be hoped that the honorable Japanese gentleman is 
mistaken, and that importers of Japanese goods have not been 
gypped by the enforcement of an imaginary difference in moncy 
values. Canadians do not want to get tied up in any internaticnal 
difference which leaves a bad taste in the mouth. The Prime 
Minister should publish facts proving clearly that the Canadian 
government has not enforced against the Japanese a currency 
depreciation based on the present day value of the yen without 
making any allowance for the extent to which the Canadian 
dollar has been valued down in comparison with its nominal gold 
value. Scraps of paper are dangerous internationally. 


The final result of the dispute is a lessening of Canadian 
exports, so that the Canadian producers have stopped another 
hard swing landing fairly low.

The 
missing link between Java man 
who was more ape than human and 
the Neanderthal who was more 
human than ape, has never yet 
been found 

Kashmir however is a new 
country, Hemmed in by the world’s 
highest mountain it was never 


even heard of when the first search 
for primitive man started 


But lately more and more tour 
ists have been’ coming here for 
health, romance and adventure 
Among these were several scient 
ists and one of these stumbled 
acress everal stone implements 
undoubtedly used by early man 
These, when sent home to the Brit- 
ish museum, created whoopla 
among the scientists and several 
others rushed out to find more 
stone implements 


ORIGINAL GARDEN 

These were found together with 
skeletons of prehistoric beasts 
The combination of geological 
formation, implements and beasts 


convinced the experts that here, in 
tt vale of Kashmir. was the 
original arden of Eden. Here a 
1uman being lived and breathed 
for the first time. An expedition 
to prove or disprove this belief 
was founded under the leadership 
of Dr. Black who was then in 
China. Besides the Toronto man it 
included Professor Hellmut de 
Terra, Yale’s noted geologist; Dr 
H. J. H. Drummond of Cambridge 


The expedition was to be jointly 
financed by the Carnegie Institute 
in the U.S.A. and the Royal Society 
of England. It was to spy out the 
vale of Kashmir for one year. If it 
found one skeleton, that went to 
the American museum of natural 
history in New York. If two were 
found the British museum got the 
second 

But death spoiled all this. Death 
took Dr. Black while he was still in 
China, That was a sad and serious 
blow; but the search for primitive

Summer Is The Time 
To Can Baby Beets 


By MARY E. DAGUE 

It seerns there always are fresh 
beets in the market these days, but 
summer's the only time when baby 
beets are available. If I don't put 
up some of these deliciously tender 
roots, I'm sure to regret it, for they 
have a sweetness 
all their own 

Aside from this 
baby beets are 
ideal for home 
canning 

Oven canning 
is particularly 
suitable. Heat to 
275 degrees F 
while packing the 
vegetables. I add 
lemon juice to 
preserve the 
bright color and 
to prevent spoil- 
age since non-acid 
vegetables re- 
quire the addition of acid 

In preparing beets for canning 
slice or dice large ones ready for 
serving. Can the small baby beets 
whole. For serving, reheat in butter 
or a tart sauce 
SCRUB BEETS WITH BRUSH 

Wash beets thoroughly, using a 
vegetable brush. Cut off tops, leav- 
ing about two inches of stem. Take 
care not to break the skin nor cut 
the long straight tap root. Drop into 
a kettle of boiling water and boil 
twenty or thirty minvies. Dip into | 
cold water and slip off skins 
in hot sterilized jars, adding one- 
half teaspoon salt, one teaspoon

them, The hotter the beets are 
when they are put in the jars the 
better 

Pickled beets are very easy to 


prepare and are delightful as gar- 
nishes for salads. I remember that 
the old Parker House in Boston al- 
ways garnished lobster salad with 
thin slices of pickled beet cut in 


tiny crescents and diamonds It 
was the most delicious lobster I've 
ever eaten, 

To make pickled beets choose 
beets about the size of a golf ball 
and boil until tender. Slip skin, 
cut in thin slices and pack care- 
fully in sterilized jars. Pour over 
them boiling sweetened vinegar, 
filling jars to overflowing and seal 
at once 

I use one-half cup light brown 
sugar and two teaspoons salt to one 
|quart of vinegar If you like 
spices add whole cloves and stick 
cinnamon in the proportions of 
one ounce of cloves and two long 
sticks of cinnamon broken in inct 
pieces. Heat the spices with sugar 
and vinegar

Add enough boiling water to fill 
jars within an inch of the top. Haif 
seal and place in preheated oven 


Leave two hours, remove from 
oven and completely seal. Invert 
for a few minutes to be sure the 


seal is perfect, then place upright 
and let stand until cool. 

As soon as a jar is filled, place 
it in the oven and keep jars about 
two inches apart to allow for cir- 
Culation of heat around each jar 
Two racks, one above the other 
may be used if the oven is large 
enough. Work fast and dip beets 
in cold water only long enough to 
slip skins, not long enough to chill

FARM WOMEN 
AID IN HARVEST 


Although farm women are ex- 
ed to participate in the coming 
harvest to the same extent as in 
previous years, the situation regard-

“But in most cases they 
are the women of the farm who 
take a turn in the fields to assist 
their husbands or fathers. They do 
not enter into the labor picture and 
they are not registered. Some wo- 
men go out on pay each year as 
cooks for harvest gangs.”

In 
south western and west central 
Saskatchewan moisture conditions 
throughout the season have shown 
considerable variation and as a re- 
sult in some of the more easterly 
and northerly portions crop pros- 
pects range from fair to good, 
while in the area adjacent to the 
Alberta boundary and in many sec- 
tions of the south west, crops are 
generally reported from poor to 
practically a complete failure, due 
chiefly to hot and continued dr 
weather. 

Recent hot weather and lack of
